In a Letter to H'-r Uncle Mr. Amos 


Brice of This City, Recently 


Received. 


The Advocate publishes below the 


most interesting experience of 
the 


San Francisco earthquake that it has 
yet seen. 
It is contained in a lettci 


written by Elizabeth Ben Brice, the 
13 year old daughter of Commander 
J. .J Brice, of the United States navy, 
to her uncle. Prof. Amos Brice, of 
this city. Its chief interest lies in the 
graphic manner in which she tells the 
story in her simple 
childish maner. 


The letter is as follows: 


My Dear Uncle Amos:—As you re- 


quested, I send you an account of my 
experiences in the earthquake at: San 
Francisco. 


On April 18, 1906, one of the world's 


most terrible experiences happened to 
the citv of San Francisco. 
It occurred 


in my childhood, and I shall remember 
it to the very last day, like a picture 
set before my eyes. 


One peaceful morning about 
five 


o'clock this awful calamity fell upon 
us. T was pound asleep, snugly tuck- 
ed up in bed, when a rumbling noise 
was heard, followed 
by 
a violent 


shake, which lasted two minutes. The 
crashing of things could be distinctly 
heard. The house swayed to and fro 
like mad. 
When I opened my eyes, 


no one had to tell me what it was, 
for I knew it was one of those awful 
earthquakes which had been predict- 
ed for years, to come, and destroy 
the flower of our state. My poor 
mother and the maid, Addie, 
were 


clinging to the posts of the bed. I 
lumped out of bed and I gave one un- 
earthly scream. I thought most cer- 
talnlySan Francisco had come to an 
end. 
WBen it stopped we went into 


the sitting room. 
It was a wreck; 


everything was lying in one heap, in 
the middle of the floor. We hurried 
out into the hall and everything wss 
a wreck there also. A few men, a* 
pale as ghosts, were standing around. 
They told us to get out as quick as 
possible. We were just on the verge 
of going down stairs, when a young 
man came and told us to .dress com- 
fortably and then come down. While 
we here dressing three more shocks 
were repeated, which 
caused some 


alarm but everything turned out very 
well. I kept telling mother San Fran- 
cisco would come to an end before 
the day was over. When we were 
dressed we went down stairs in thfe 
:>arlor, where the people were either 
crying or bemoaning their 
unhappy 


fate. 
When we were all ready we 


•.vent outside. I cannot express .what 
a pitiful sight it was; nearly every 
thing was a wreck in the middle of 
the street. 
St. Luke's church was 


half shaken down. 
A big crack was 


on the corner of the Knickerbocke- 
hotel, where we resided, but it stood 
very well, being a building a good 
deal older than most of the houses on 
Van Ness avenue, although it was 
-haky and very much mutilated. To 
our great horror we found the earth- 
quake had shaken 
down 
the tele 


?raph wires, exploded 
the gas and 


°iectric tanks and caused a large fire 
to start down town. It was slower 
•reeping up to where we were- Th 
flames and smoke cculd be seen. We 
=aid, "What do we care about the old 
fire: we are 
bothering about the 


earthquake." 
It was something to 


care about. You will see later what 
happened. 


After a while when our fright was 


calmed down more we sat down on 
chairs in front of the hotel. . An old 
lady just would not come out; she 
evidently preferred to stay there and 
die. 
By this time many wild tale* 


reached our ears. One was that a ho- 
tel had fallen and six hundred people 
were killed. 
We tried 
to 
decide 


among ouselves if wg could possibly 
get away, but all was in ruin. Some 
tried 
to persuade us 
to go to the 


beach. whil° others said there would 
be tidal wav.es. 
We were all dazed 


and did not know what to do. Moth- 
er wanted to send father a letter to 
<=ay we were safe. 
It was impossible 


to send a letter. Later we took a 
walk on Van Ness avenue. The whole 
front of St. Dunstan's hotel had been 
shaken down. 
Other terrible sights 


were also seen. As we were walking 
home we passed the Marie Antonette 
apartment house. Some one called 
out to "walk in 
the middle of the 


street." We looked np and saw the 
building swinging 
to and fro. We 


were very much afraid it would fall 
on us. but we managed to get away 
in time. 
We met 
a great 
many 


friends and listened to their woeful

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tales. At noon we went back In the 


nintf loom and got a few things to 


eat, which had been prepared for us 
all. 
The floor was so shaky 
that 


some of the people were afraid to go 
in. 
About live o'clock In the after- 


noon the flre was creeping 
quite 


steadily up. 
We 
sill 
pi spared for 


flight. Mother made me exceedingly 
nervous, because she went up stairs 
to Have some things. 
I 
feared the 


building might 
fall down. At last 


she finished. 
I did not attempt to 


save anything because I was so dazed 
with fright. 
Later I was very sorry 


I had not. 
Everyone was 
so over- 


whelmed that they fled without sav- 
ing a thing. The proprietor and his 
wife thought they could not keep in 
the building at night because it was 
loo risky, so we did not know where 
we were to sleep 
when night ap- 


proached. There was a very amusing, 
queer looking old lady sitting 
on a 


chair in the hall 
Her relations had 


promised to come and get her, but 
they never appeared. She had a vivid 
imagination, she would talk about a 
maid she had and call her Mary Mag- 
dalen because she said she had beau- 
tiful hair. She said the maid did not 
like it, but that she ought to be 
proud of it. Then, at other times she 
denied that she 
had a maid. 
Sho 


shook hands 
with me and said, "1 


know your family so well, and how is 
vour aunt?" 
I was surprised, 
but 


swered her 
question. 
She had a 


bunch of withered 
roses 
she was 


holding very tight and would not let 
go. 
She sent the chambermaid up- 


stairs to get her Easter lily. She also 
asked the watchman to look for her 
comb, which fell out of her iair. He 
saiii, "I cannot at such a time mad- 
ame." 
She was trjing to 
comforl 


us so much. She was very philosoph- 
ical indeed. The lady was for a time 
out. of her head. When evening came 
it was a pitiful sight to see all the 
people going 
along the streets so 


quietly, not saying a word and drag- 
ging trunks or drawing little carts 
filled with" their 
belongings. 
The 


blaze of the fire was plainly seen and 
everybody was talking 
about what 


they should do. 
There were 
some 


hundreds of soldiers from Fort Ma- 
son to look out for the city. When 
the city is under the care of soldiers,* 
they call it martial law. The soldiers 
said the fire would not come up to- 
night; that if it did they would blast 
the brick buildings. So most of us 
decided to stay 
over night on the 


first floor of'the hotel. 
About six 


o'clock we had .sandwiches and other 
cold food to eat. After a while Ad- 
die and I took a walk down as far as 
St. Bridget's church. It was a terri- 
ble sight on that whole part of the 
avenue. Houses* were damaged, side- 
walks destroyed and large cracks 
were, in the earth. Wheu we came 
home mother 
was quite 
anxious 


about us. 
She -did not know where 


we had gone. A great many people 
were standing on the street looking 
quite- terrified. 
When night came it 


was very cold and most of us went in 
the 
hotel. 
The mattresses 
were 


spread out on the floor in the parlor. 
Some of us lay down, while others 
sat up and chattered the whole night 
We were all too nervous to go to bed. 
About two o'clock IP the morning I 
went down stairs where most of the 
people were nearly wild listening to 
the queer old lady's talk. She gab- 
bled about her relations and said she 
had paralysis in her arm so badly 
that she could not feed herself for 
two months. She said to mother, 
"Did you go down town with your lit- 
tle girl to see the fire?" "Gracious 
no," replied mother. Then the queer 
old lady said, "Are you an invalid,?" 
No one could keep his face straight. 
At last we managed to take her off to 
bed. I got so weary that I fell asleep 
on the steps. When I woke up moth- 
er went across the street to see if 
she could get a carriage at the livery 
stable, but it was utterly impossible 
We had to manage to get our things 
out the Ijest way we could. We in- 
tended to go to the Presidio when the 
time should come. The fire was creep- 
ing steadily up to where we were. 1 
was so tired I lay down with the oth- 
ers on the mattress. We went to 
slesp, when all the other people down 
stairs came up and woke us up. They 
said a man appeared and told them 
to get out as quickly, as possible, be- 
cause they were going, to dynamite 
the building on account of the fire 
coming up. WP all got up. grabbed a 
few things, and went The proprietor 
and his wife said they would stay un- 
til the last minute, because the man 
had no star on him and might come 
to loot. Mother made me very fright- 
ened because she lagged so behind to 
save so many things. 
Some friends 


promised to take me with them, but 
mother said she did not want to be 
separated from me- So we went up a 
steep hill dragging a heavy basket. 
Hundreds were 
rushing as if mad. 


We got tired dragging the gasket aad 
stopped set era! times to rest. Mother 
wanted to sro back to the hotel to get 
her silver, 1m t I wonld not let ter.

TAKETHE STAND 


Tell How the Standard Oil Company 


Crushes Us Rivals. 


SAY 
RAILWAYS AID TRUST 


Spy System Said to Have Been Main- 


tained to Obtain Information Con- 
cerning Business of Competitors. 
Operator Talks About a Futile Ap- 
peal to Paul Morton. 


Cleveland, O., May 2D.—Evidence 


hearing upon the business of the 
Standard Oil company was heard at 
two sessions here of the interstate 
commerce commission. Much evidence 
was offered showing that railroad com- 
panies took considerable part in aid- 
ing the Standard Oil company to fight 
its' rivals. 


Among the witnesses who testified 


were F. B. Westgate of Titusville, Pa., 
treasurer and general manager of the 
American oil. works; State Senator 
Louis Emery of Bradford, Pa., State 
Senator J. W. Lee of Pittsburg and 
Frank B. Fretter, secretary of the Na- 
tioucxl He-fining company of Cleveland, 
president of the National Pipe Line 
company,- having •several small pipe 
lines in Ohio oil fields. 


Frank B. Fretter testified that he 


was secretary of the National Refining 
czr..±,^y of Cleveland and president ot" 
the Nationa Line company, operating 
small pipe lines in the fields of Find- 
lay, Marietta, Homeworth and Silo. He 
testified in part: 


"We established our pipe line in the 


Findlay field in 1898 and we had no 
sooner begun getting customers than 
StSttdrfM'Oil "emissaries1"began setting 
Up that we could not be relied upon 
and pretty soon the Manhattan pipe 
line was built in our territory ostens- 
ibly as an independent concern, but in 
reality backed by the Standard. When 
this situation developed we called our 
customers together and pointed oul 
the past history of the oil business, 
showing them that when competition 
like us was driven out that the pro- 
ducers were worse off than ever. We 
Induced our customers to stay with 
us and we have made our business a 
success. 


"In 1896 I all but closed a contract 


with the Rock Island system to lubri- 
cate it for a year. General Managei* 
Tresdell was just going to sign it 
when he stopped to think a minute, 
and then told me to come around in a 
day or two. When I came around he; 
refused to sign and said his'action wag1 
b'ecause Mr. Barstow of the- Standard 
Oil company was a director in the 
Rock Island. My last attempt was to 
sell to the Santa Fe system. I had to 
go to Traffic Manager Paul Morton. 
Morton said to me: 'There is no use 
wasting words. You could not begin 
te give us the tonnage the Standard 
does. It is to our interests to deal 
with those who give us the most busi- 
ness.' That showed me the error of 
my ways and I immediately ceased all 
efforts among the railways." 


Senator Emery told of the alleged 


spy .system of the Standard to ob- 
tain information concerning the busi- 
ness of rivals. He had a contest, he 
said, not more than a year ago with 
the Pennsylvania railroad. A field of 
oil had been found in the vicinity of 
Steubenville, O.,"and he obtained a 
rate of 12 cents a 100 gallons to Brad- 
ford, Pa. The rate was allowed for 
only a few days, however, and then 
increased to 17 cents. In investigating 
the matter Senator Emery ascertained 
that the Pennsylvania company had 
an oil committee created, at the in- 
stance of the Standard Oil company, 
to have entire charge of oil shipments. 
With his fighting clothes on, he said, 
he had invaded the general offices of 
the Pennsylvania road and after be- 
ing refused admittance to several of- 
Scers finally reached one of them and 
dad a heated controversy. By threat- 
ening to bring the matter before th* 
interstate commerce commission he 
obtained the desired rate in a few 
days. 


State Senator J. W. Lee of Pittsburg 


was called next. He told of the forma- 
tion and operation of several oil com- 
panies by himself and others in the 
ast 12 years, which he said were run 
at a loss for several years because of 
the Standard's methods. In 1835. he 
testified, the situation for the oil com- 
aanies in the Pennsylvania fields was 
such that he orcanized a fourth com- 
iany, not. he said, for the purpose of 
making money, but to sustain the 
losses. The witness ssi<! tiinr it was 
i God-ser<<i for the independents that 
Senator Emery, who testified before
